man for the place, from tlie business rather than the political 
viewpoint. He decided that Mr. Strauss would fill the bill and 
offered.'(lie position (o him. 
The latter did not want this or 


any other office and declined the appointment. 
But tlie gov- 


ernor felt that Mr. Strauss's large Tbusiiiess experience, sound 


• judgment and strict integrity peculiarly qualified him for the 


duties of this office and'was insistent. 
Mr. Strauss finally ac- 


cepted • the. appointment, which he says comes to him as 
burden, with' the distinct understanding that if he finds him- 


i self unequal to.the task he shall feel free fo resign and be re- 


leased. 
He also makes it distinctly understood that while he 


is'-in" the.office he will "serve the public and no one else." 


• This appointment and its acceptance constitute a striking 
illustration of-.the right way to fill an office. 
The action of tlie 


governor and (hat of Mr. Strauss is highly creditable and 
praiseworthy. Each had in view the public interest and noth- 
ing else. Mr. Strauss\was selected because of his recognized 
ability and fitness, and he accepted against his personal wishes 
because of his sense of duty as a citizen.

Men nominate them- 


selves for appointment or election and then proceed to pull 
wires and spend money in their endeavors to reach the goal.
